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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group A, claim(s) 25-33, drawn to a method by which multiple servers authenticate to 
one another and share policies. 

Group B, claim(s) 34-41 , drawn to a method of registering new users into a network. 

Group C, claim(s) 42-49, drawn to a method of authenticating a user to network 
resources. 

The inventions listed as Groups A, B, and C do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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As per claim 25, the invention has the special technical feature of multiple servers 
authentication themselves to one another and sharing an authentication policy. 
Examiner would like to point out that claims 32 and 33 are dependent on canceled claim 
24. Examiner assumes this to be a typo and instead insinuates that claims 32 and 33 
are dependent from 25. 

As per claim 34, the invention has the special technical feature of registering a new user 
into a LDAP of the server. 

As per claim 42, the invention has the special technical feature of authenticating an 
existing user to access the computing environment. Here the invention uses a policy 
table to gain knowledge of the server which stored the users identifying information and 
queries that server for the authentication of the user. 

Therefore the grouped claims lack a common special technical feature. As such 
Applicant is hereby requested to elect the invented to be examined. 

A telephone call was made to Jack Friedman on 9/22/08 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
